The green line connection provides northbound and southbound access to Route 67 but requires a new bridge at Frazier Creek at an approximate cost of $745,000. 
Additional issues include: length of the connection (approx. 0.6 mile), terrain, timeline to implement, and the lack of resources to implement.
This connection is estimated with an aggregate surface with the assumption that Wayne County would maintain completed road.
Option includes replacememnt of railing on the County Road 219 bridge closest to Route 34 at a cost of $50,000
